This, then, is the action of the Northern— 


the leuat Pro-Slavery, and the most Anti-Sla 
very—branch of tho National Know Nothing 
Party. It puts forth, as its highest and only 
Anti-Slavery measure, a recommendation to tho 
National Council—tbe body which adopted a 
tborougbly Pro-Slavery plntform — that they 
adopt, in its stend, the restoration of the Mis- 
souri Compromise, but refuse to insist on this 
measure ns a basis of union, and virtually snys 
it will act with them on the Pro-Slavery pint- 
form. It also rejects all propositions for mak- 
ing the Slavery question an iesue in the next 
Presidential Campaign, or opposition to Sin- 
very aggression, a part of the Know Nothing 
creed, and spurns all cooperation with the 
friends of Liberty in tho North, in a Grent 
Freedom Party, for wresting the Government 
from tbe bands of tho Slave Oligarchy, and 
placing it on tbe eide of Humanity. It says 
Know Nothingism is now the paramount issue 
and everything must yield to that. It goes no 
farther than the Northern branches of tho old 
Whig and Democratic National Parties wont, 
under whoso combined action the country has 
been brought to its present state of dcgredation 
and servility to the South. Every friend of Re- 
publicanism in the Know Nothing Party can 
now see where that Party stands, and unless 
they wish to take sides with Slaveholders, they 
will leave it.

CAPlTAt PB5ISHME.TT. 


Ecv. J. J. MITER is at present delivering a 


aeries~of lectures upon this subject, in which 
he attempts to prove that Capital Punishment 
is a law, sanctioned by God'and required by the j 
best interest* of man, and thnt its existence 
upon the statute books ia demanded as lone as 
society needs a safeguard from the assassin's 
knife. We wero present, laat night, during part 
of Mr. Miter's discourse. 


The Rev. speaker, in endeavoring to sustain 


his position, by the Old Testament, (juoted va- 
rious passages, but dwelt especially upon the 
verso, " Whosoever sheddeth man's blood, by 
man shall his blood be shed." This be thought 
conclusive evidence, coming from the inspired 
source whence it did, that God not only sanc- 
tioned the death penalty, but demanded it, aud 
that society had no more right to disobey the 
inspired command, than they had to break the 
commandments. But, said Mr. Miter, those 
who are in favor of abolishing Capital Punish- 
ment flee from the law laid down by the proph- 
ets, and pretend to find in the New Testament, 
and in the life and doctrines of our Savior, a 
contradiction of the Old Testament. Mr. Miter 
claimed that there was no contradiction, in re- 
ality, that Christ said he only came to fulfil the 
law of the prophets, not to destroy, that when 
he spoke of forgiving wrongs inflicted, and par- 
doning criminals, he evidently referred only to 
" private intercourse" and to our social rela- 
tions. That tho death penalty was not only a 
law which God and our Savior laid down, but a 
great moral principle that would prove lasting 
as truth itself, or as long as criminals infested 
socic-ty. Opposition to it did not arise, ?nid Mr. 
Miter, from any real regard to tho welfare of 
our communities, or out of any reverence to 
law human or divine, but from a morbid, rose- 
water philanthropy, and nickly sentitnentalisn^ 
and out of a pure disregard to the teachings of 
the inspired book of God. And, if, said Mr. 
Miter, in closing, our next Legislature would 
be actuated by a truo regard for tho interests 
of society, and act in obedionco to tho will of 
the Almighty,they would restore that law which 
demands life for lifo and blood for blood. 


Our space does not permit us to give any- 


thing but a brief synopnts of Mr. Miter's re- 
marks, and we will confine ourselves to a few 
words in reply. Wo claim that the spirit of 
the New Testament is antagonistic to the death 
penalty, nnd the assumption of Mr. Miter, that 
our Savior, in preaching forgivenness for sin 
and crime, referred ocly to our " private rela- 
tions," strikes us as being entirely gratuitous, 
and altogether unfounded.

rally take revenge upon his neighbor, without 
waiting for the slow form ot courts and juries. 
It seems to us that Mr. Miter gives no proof of 
tho strength of his position, by heaping derog- 
atory epithets, that would sound more appro- 
priate in a rostrum than pulpit, upon those who 
advocate the abolishment of Capital Punish- 
ment. Nor can wo see how the next Legisla- 
ture would advance the interests of humanity, 
or afford a bettor protection to society by the 
restoration of the Death Penalty, which is ai 
war with all the butter instincts of our nature 
and, 
we believe, adverse to the teachings ol 


Him who died upon tho cross.
